The  encampments  are  in  the  planters  just  outside  of  DOT  parking  lot  and  the  only 
thing  separating  the  encampment  and  the  parking  lot  is  a  3ft  wall.  The  bigger  issue  is 
this  parking  lot  is  utilized  every  Friday  for  the  Venice  Farmer's  Market,  which  could 
present  a  health  hazard.
